Reasons For Allowance

not be located that taught a method of assembling a printed circuit board comprising 
stacking two chips by "securing said first stacking surface to said second stacking 
surface; securing a single decoupling capacitor to said second active surface; providing 
a pair of conductive lines, each of said conductive lines connecting a terminal of said 
decoupling capacitor, a bond pad on said second active surface, and a conductive 
contact on said first surface of said substrate". This limitation, in conjunction with the 
other claim limitations, was neither disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art.
